from the coach 


In my last piece I accidentally submitted an article I wrote 
18 months ago so please accept my apologies ifit didn't 
quite make sense, although the context was still relevant to 
today. What I had actually written about was how 
disappointed I was feeling at the time after our loss in Perth the 
weekend before and how we'd been beaten by a far more professional 
and ruthless opponent. I was also feeling somewhat apprehensive about 
the up-coming South Mclbourne/Knights double header. 


Well, that's all bchind us and you know the outcomes of those games as 
you do the subsequent match against the Wolves last weekend. Three wins 
in a row for the first time in our short history. It proves just how important 
a string of results is, either good or bad, to the outcome of a season. During 
December we went seven games undefeated, four wins and three draws. 
What got us those results you may ask? Well, some good football for 
starters, but for me the single most important factor was our attitude. 
During January after having a short break we weren't quite as focussed 
and five games produced only five points. Against South Melbourne and 
the Knights the attitude was perfect - we were aggressive, ruthless, positive 
and humble in success. Against Wollongong last weekend, after a light 
weck on the training paddock weren't as focussed as we should have been 
as a group and almost paid a price for it. Fortunately there were enough 
players with the necessary attitude to get a result and at the time of 
writing we arc in third spot. A great achievement you might say but one 
that was only achieved because of a good individual and team attitude. 
During my time as a coach I've come across many younger players from 
local competitions that feel they deserve a chance in the NSL. Some 
certainly do but there are some that seem to think that relative success 
at youth or local league level naturally translates to success in the NSL. 
Let me tell you it docsn't: not without the right attitude. Adelaide 
United is a South Australian club for, in the main, South Australian 
players and as such will promote as many local players as possible in 
the next few years. A word of advice to local youngsters in the Premier 
and State leagues. If you want to go on to the NSL just playing in those 
competitions won't be enough - you need to stand out, you need to 
EXCEL. Ability is one part of a footballer but attitude is everything.

The Mitsubishi Urawa Red Diamonds arrived in 
Adelaide last Friday for a two week pre-season camp. 


During their camp the team will play four matches 
against local opposition including a match against 
Adelaide United on Sunday February 22 — at 
Hindmarsh Soccer Stadium — 7pm kick off! 


The Reds are the most popular team in the J-League 
averaging crowds of over 26,000 to their home 
matches — the highest of any Club in the J-League.

Adelaide United finally gave its adoring 
home fans a resounding victory to look back 
on, against what was an in-form South 
Melbourne at a sweltering Hindmarsh Stadium. 


Despite sitting reasonably snugly in the top six, it was the first time 
in its tenhome games that Adelaide United had won by more than a 
goal. And with a recent spate of injurics and the suspension of kcy 
striker Carl Veart, the victory - against a truly formidable opponent 
- was secured with some resounding displays by the lesser 
experienced players of the Adelaide squad. 

20 year old Fred Agius - in his first starting appearance for Adclaide 
- constantly tormented the visitors with his weaving runs and fine 
crosses; Nick Budin, in and out of the squad throughout the season, 
topped off a non-stop virtuoso performance with the carly goal; while 
David Term- inello, who continues to have his career frustratingly 
stalled by injury, stepped up to carn a player of the match 
performance out of midfield. Combined with typically strong 
displays by Ross Aloisi and Richie Alagich, South Melbourne were 
hardly in the game at any point. 

Budin's sixth minute goal was scored with a first time strike from a 
superb Agius cross, released from near the left corner flag. It was an 
unstoppable shot by the 21 year old striker, executed perfectly despite 
being marked. 

Budin was again on target in the 29th minute, after some nice inter- 
play between Terminello and Alagich had set him free and charging 
towards goal. His 10 metre diagonal shot was this time foiled however 
with a quality parry by South Melbourne goalkeeper Michael Theoklitos. 
The second goal was netted in the 31st minute, when stagnation in the 
South Melbourne defence allowed a harmless-looking David Termin- 
ello header get to Michael Valkanis, who then passed on to a free 
Ross Aloisi who made no mistake with his strike from five metres out.

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Stars of the past 
Eugene Nowak 


On meeting Eugene Nowak it is difficult to imagine 
that in the late 1960s he was both feared and respected 
as a rugged centre-half for Polonia and for South 
Australia. He freely admits that it was not easy to get 
past him. Described as a"gentle giant", his "hard but 
fair" playing style should not lead to his superb ball 
skills, vision, and judgement being overlooked. 


A former Polish Division | player for Gwardia Warsaw, Eugene arrived 
in Australia in 1966 at the age of 29. In Poland he had played for his 
country in a number of junior and age-representative teams, and could 
count among his opponents representatives of such teams as Inter- 
Milan (Italy), Lens (France), Ajax (Holland), as well as Dinamo Moscow 
(Russia) and Tbilisi (Georgia). Memorabilia from these heady days 
decorate the bar at his home. 


Polonia took immediate advantage of his playing and coaching ability 
and he was appointed as playing coach of the Club for the 1967 season. 
The Club improved its position in the league, finishing 3rd behind the 
"star" sides Juventus and Hellas. 1967 was a golden year for Eugene 
personally as he was adjudged the best and fairest player in the league 
when he won the West End medal in its third year, following in the 
footsteps of Billy Graham (1965) and the late Peter McKenzie (1966). 
Selected for the state team on three occasions in 1967, he considers the 
match against English visitors Manchester United as the highlight of his 
carecr. This game took place on June 27 1967 and, despite losing 1-5 
at the finish, the SA team of part-timers acquitted itself well against a 
side that included Denis Law, Bobby Charlton, Nobby Stiles and Brian 
Kidd. Eugene marked the legendary Law and was rated high in the SA 
best players. In 1968 he once again represented SA against the 
so-called US club Dallas Tornado. Eugene was always impressed by 
the talent of the young Polonia players, who were for the most part 
some 10 years younger than he and the other "4-5 old-timers" in the
